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©: How do I know which puppy is right for me? 


. When you first visit the kennel, you may have a hard time choosing 

* from the dozens of adorable pups available. If you look closely, 
though, you'll find that each dog has a unique personality. Zoom in on each 
of the pups to get a good look at how it gets along with its kennel mates. 
After you choose one of the six initial breeds, you'll be able to read more 
about each of the pups’ different temperaments, from easygoing to over- 
bearing. If, after examining all the dogs, you still haven’t found your soul 
mate, take a break and come back later—different dogs will be available 


each time you visit. 
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©: How often should I wash and brush my dog? 


A . Wash and brush your dog at least once a day. If you skip a few 






days, your pup will get fleas (not to mention low self-esteem.)

You can find several different types of records in gift boxes around town—some 
are well-suited for group exercise, some for getting your puppies’ attention and even some for 
helping them fall asleep.
